2.  This  Order  shall  come  into  force  and  have  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August 
one  thousand  eight  hundred   and  ninety-two  or  such  later  date  as  the  Board  20 
of  Trade  may  by  order  direct,  which  date   is  in  this  Order  referred  to  as  the 
commencement  of  this  Order.

15  parts :  Part  I,  containing  the  maximum  rates  and  charges  authorised  in  respect 

of  the  merchandise  comprised  in  the  several  classes  of  merchandise  specified  in 
the  classification ;  Fart  II.  and  Part  III.,  containing  the  maximum  rates  and 
charges  authorised  in  respect  of  animals  and  carriages  as  therein  mentioned ; 
Pari  lY.,  specifying  the  exceptional  charges  mentioned  in  such  part,  and  the 

20  circumstances  in  which  they  may  be  made ;  Part  V.,  containiug  the  rates 
and  charges  authorised  in  respect  of  perishable  merchandise  by  passenger 
train,  with  the  provisions  and  regulations  which  are  to  apply  to  such  class 
of  merchandise ;  and  Part  VI.,  containing  the  rates  and  charges  authorised

2.  The  maximum  rate  for  conveyance  is  the  maximum  rate  which  the 
Company  may  charge  for  the  conveyance  of  merchatidise  by  merchandise 
train ;  and,  subject  to  the  exceptions  and  provisions  specified  in  this  schedule^ 
includes  the  provision  of  locomotive  power  and  trucks  by  the  Company,  and

3.  The  maximum  station  terminal  is  the  maximum  charge  which  the  Com-  5 
pany  may  make  to  a  trader  for  the  use  of  the  accommodation  (exclusive  of 
coal  drops)  provided,  and  for  the  duties  undertaken  by  the  C' mpany  for 
which  no  other  provision  is  made  in  this  schedule,  at  the  terminal  station 
for  or  in  dealing  with  merchandise,  as  carriers  thereof,  before  or  after 
conveyance.

4.  The  maximum  service  terminals  are  the  maximum  charges  which  the 
Company  may  make  to  a  trader  for  the  following  services,  when  rendered  to 
or  for  a  trader,  that  is  to  sa\,  loading,  unloading,  covering,  and  uncovering, 
merchandise,  which  charges  shall,  in  respect  of  each  service,  be  deemed  to 
include  all  charges  for  the  provision  by  the  Company  of  labour,  machinery,  15 
plant,  stores,  and  sheets.

9.  The  Company  may  charge  for  the  use  of  the  trucks  provided  by  them  for

13.  Where  a  consignment  by  merchandise  train  is  over  three  hundredweight 
and  under  five  tons  in  weight,  a  fraction  of  a  quarter  of  a  hundredweight  may  20 
be  charged  for  as  a  quarter  of  a  hundredweight ;  and  where  a  consignment  by 
merchandise  train  is  over  five  tons  in  weight,  a  fraction  of  a  quarter  of  a  ton 
may  be  charged  for  as  a  quarter  of  a  ton. 

14.  For  a  fraction  of  a  mile  the  Company  may  charge  according  to  the 
number  of  quarters  of  a  mile  in  that  fraction,  and  a  fraction  of  a  quarter  of  a  26 
mile  may  be  charged  for  as  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

15.  For  a  fraction  of  a  penny  in  the  gross  amount  of  rates  and  charges  for 
any  consignment  for  the  entire  distance  carried,  the  Company  may  demand  a 
penny. 

16.  Weight  (except  as  to  stone  and  timber  when  charged  by  measurement)  30 
shall  be  determined  according  to  the  imperial  avoirdupois  weight. 

17.  All  stone  shall  be  charged  at  actual  weight,  when  the  weight  can  be 
conveniently  ascertained.  When  the  actual  weight  of  stone  in  blocks  cannot 
be  conveniently  ascertained,  14  cubic  feet  of  stone  in  blocks  may  be  charged 
for  as  one  ton,  and  smaller  quantities  may  be  charged  for  in  the  like  proportion.  35 

18.  When  timber  is  consigned  by  measurement  weight,  40  cubic  feet  of  oak, 
mahogany,  teak,  beech,  greenheart,  ash,  elm,  hickory,  iron  wood,  bay  wood,  or 
other  heavy  timber,  and  50  cubic  feet  of  poplar,  larch,  fir,  or  other  light  timber 
other  than  deals,  battens,  and  boards,  and  66  cubic  feet  of  deals,  battens,  and 
boards,  may  be  charged  for  as  one  ton,  and  smaller  quantities  may  be  charged  ^n 
for  in  the  like  proportion.  The  cubic  contents  of  timber  consigned  by  measure-

4.  Any  question  as  to  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Company  under  these 
provisions  and  regulations  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

6.  Where  a  consignment  of  milk  is  less  than  12  gallons,  the  Company  shall 
be  entitled  to  charge  as  for  12  gallons,  and  where  a  consignment  of  perish- 
able merchandise  comprised  in  Divisions  II.  or  III.  is  less  than  one 
hundredweight,  the  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  as  for  one  hundred- 
weight, with  a  minimum  charge  of  la.

Where  a  youthful  offender  has  been  sentenced  to  penal 
servitude  or  imprisonment,  and  has  been  pardoned  by  Her  Majesty 
on  condition  of  his  placing  himself  under  the  care  of  some  chari- 
table institution  for  the  reception  and  reformation  of  youthful 
offenders,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  if  he  appears  to  be  imder  5 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  direct  that  he  be  sent  for  a  period  of 
not  less  then  three  years  and  not  more  than  Jive  years,  to  a 
reformatory  school,  the  managers  of  which  consent  to  receive  him ;

MEMORANDUM. 


Under  section  58  of  the  Roads  and  Bridges  (Scotland)  Act,  1878, 
followed  by  section  73  (2)  of  the  Local  Government  (Scotland)  Act, 
1889,  a  resolution  to  build  or  rebuild  a  bridge  can  only  be  approved 
of  at  the  statutory  meeting  of  the  county  council  in  the  month  of 
October.  The  enactment  is  a  salutary  and  convenient  one  in 
regard  to  the  construction  of  new  bridges  and  the  reconstruction 
of  bridges  gradually  deterioratinic ;  but  it  makes  no  adequate 
provision  for  the  case  of  a  bridge  destroyed  by  a  flood  or  other 
sudden  calamity.  Very  recently  several  districts  in  Inverness-shire, 
Ross  and  Cromarty,  and  Sutherlandshire  were  entirely  denuded 
of  their  bridges  by  a  flood,  and  as  the  law  stands  no  immediate 
steps  can  be  taken  for  tlieir  restoration.  To  remedy  this  the  present 
Bill  provides  that  where  a  bridge  is  destroyed  by  a  flood  or  other 
sudden  calamity,  a  resolution  to  rebuild  it  may  be  approved  of  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  county  council  called  at  any  time  after 
adequate  notice  and  advertisement.

MEMORANDUM. 


The  object  of  the  Bill,  the  operation  of  which  is  confined  to 
England  and  Wales,  is  to  supplement  the  existing  Salmon  and 
Freshwater  fisheries  Acts  by  providing  a  means  of  identifying 
packages  containing  salmon  trout  or  char  which  may  be  trans- 
mitted from  place  to  place  during  the  period  in  which  the  sale  or 
possession  of  such  fish  is  already,  with  certain  exceptions,  illegal. 

With  this  view  it  is  provided  by  clause  3  that  every  package  so 
transmitted  shall  be  conspicuously  marked  with  the  words  salmon 
trout  or  char  respectively,  and  the  necessary  powers  of  search  and 
seizure  are  conferred. 

Clause  4  provides  that  proceedings  may  be  taken  in  the  place 
where  the  fish  may  be  seized. 

Clause  6  retains  all  the  provisions  of  existing  Acts.

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the  establish- 
ment of  district   fishery    committees  in  Scotland,  for  the 
introduction  of  a  representative  element  into  the  Fishery  Board 
for  Scotland,  and  for  the  regulation  and  development  of  Scottish

WEEEBiEAS  in  certain  parts  of  Scotland  known  as  its  crofting 
counties,  exceptional  legislation  has  recently  been  found 
necessary,  in  order  to  alleviate  the  impoverished  condition  of  many 
of  the  people ;  and  whereas  permanent  and  remxmerative  employ- 
5  ment  at  their  doors  can  be  had  by  utilizing  sea  ware,  at  present, 
and  to  the  value  of  many  thousands  per  annum,  unproductive  and 
allowed  to  decay,  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  make  certain 
provisions  for  encouraging  the  industry  of  gathering  and  manu- 
fS&cturing  sea  ware.

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MEMORANDUM. 

The  object  of  this  Bill  is  to  secure  an  adequate  provision  for 
secondary  education  in  England.  Local  authorities  (county- 
councils)  are  empowered  by  themselves  or  with  the  assistance  of 
representatives  of  school  boards  and  other  bodies  to  supply 
secondary  schools  where  required,  and  also  to  aid  existing  schools 
and  institutions  supplying  secondary  education,  under  conditions 
securing  their  efficiency  and  the  due  representation  of  the  local 
authority  on  their  governing  bodies.  For  these  purposes  they  are 
authorised  to  raise  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  halfpenny  in  the 
pound  (as  is  provided  by  the  Welsh  Intermediate  Education  Act) 
and  the  fund  already  available  for  technical  education  under  the 
Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise  Duties)  Act,  1870,  is  made 
also  available  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  Provision  is  made  for 
the  amendment  of  the  Endowed  Schools  Acts,  so  as  to  give  the 
county  councilsor  their  committees  the  initiative  in  framing  schemes 
for  educational  endowments,  to  simplify  procedure  imder  these 
Acts,  and  to  facilitate  the  transfer  to  the  county  councils  of 
educational  endowments.

Lanarkshire  at  Glasgow — whether  ordinary,  small-debt,  or  summary

II. — Qualifications   of    Sheriffs-Principal    and    Sheriffs-

of  not  less  than  ten  years'  continual  practice. 

30      11.  The  salaries  of  all  sheriffs  shall  be  fixed  by  the  order  of  the  Salaries  of 
Lord  Advocate  and  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  sheriffs- 
State  ;  provided  always  that  no  fees  in  bankruptcy,  railway  com- 
pensation  trials,  election  or  other  official  statutory  or  ministerial 
work  shall  be  payable  to  such  sheriffs-principal. 

35       12.  In  the  case  of  a  sheriff-principal  being  disabled  by  illness,  Disablement 
.  or  necessarily  absent  from  the  county  for  a  period  of  six  weeks  or  o^  sheriff, 
upwards,   the  Lord  President  of  the  court  of  session  shall  have 
power,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  appoint  a  qualified  person  to 
discharge  ad  interim  all  the  duties  of  the  incapacitated  or  absent 
40  sheriff;  and  on  appointment,  the  proportion  of  salary  to  be  paid 
such  interim  sheriff  out  of  the  ordinary  salary  of  the  incapacitated 
[101.]  A  2 
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A.D.  1892.  or  absent  sheriff  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Lord  President,  whose 
certificate  shall  be  a  suflicient  warrant  to  Exchequer  for  the  pay- 
ment to  such  interim  sheriff. 

Power  of  13.  The  appointments  of  sheriff s-priDcipal  and  of  sheriffs-sub- 

of  sh'edff^-^*    stitute  shall  be  vested  in  Her  Majesty  and  her  successors,  and  shall  .5 
principal  and  be  exercised  on  the  recommendation  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's 

Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  they  shall  continue  to  hold  oflBce 

ad  vitam  aut  culpam. 

14.  Every  person  hereafter   appointed  to  the  office  of  sheriff - 
substitute  shall  be  either  (1)  an  advocate  of  at  least  ten  years'  10 
continual  practice,  or  (2)  an  enrolled  law  agent  of  at  least  ten 
years'  continual  practice. 

15.  Any  sheriff- principal  or  sheriff-substitute  shall  have  an 
absolute  right  to  retire  on  his  pension  after  a  service  of  twenty 
years ^  and  that  without  proof  of  disability,  provided  he  be  sixty-  15 
five  years  of  age.  In  the  event  of  a  sheriff-principal  having 
been  promoted  to  that  office  from  a  sheriff-substituteship,  or  of  his 
havhig  served  as  sheriff-substitute  or  sheriff-principal  in  another 
county,  his  previous  term  of  service  shall  be  reckoned  in  calculating 
the  amount  of  his  pension,  should  he  retire  from  the  higher  office  20 
of  sheriff-principal. 

16.  No  sheriff-principal  or  sheriff-substitute  shall  act  as  such 
after  he  attains  the  age  of  seventy -five  years. 

17.  The  pensions  or  retiring  allowances  payable  by  the  Treasury 
to  a  sheriff-principal  or  sheriff-substitute  shall  be  as  follows  : — 125 
Where  the  service  does  not  exceed  ten  years,  one-third  of  the  salary, 
reckoned  on  the  average  of  the  salary  previously  paid  to  such  judge ; 
where  the  service  exceeds  ten  but  not  fifteen  years,  two-thirds  of 
such  salary  or  average ;  and  where  the  service  exceeds  fifteen  but 
not  twenty  years,  three-fourths  of  such  salary  or  average.     And,  30 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  the  fact  of  the 
old  age  or  permanent  infirmity  which  shall  only  entitle  a  sheriff  or 
sheriff-substitute  to  demand  or  claim  a  pension  or  retiring  allowance 
shall  be  certified  by  the  Lord  President  and  the  Lord  Advocate  for 
the  time,  after  satisfactory  evidence  given  them.    And  in  computing  35 
the  amount  of  the  retiring  allowance,  the  emoluments  drawn  on  the 
average  of  the  five  preceding  years  shall  be  held  to  constitute  the 
salary. 

18.  A  sheriff-principal  or  sheriff -substitute  shall  be  removeable 
from  office  only  on  the  report  of  the  Lord  Advocate  and  one  of  Her  40 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  on  cause  stated,  and  such 
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report,  shall  also  bear  the  recommendation  of  the  Lord  President  or   A.D.  1892. 
Lord  Justice-Clerk. 

19.  In  the  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  sheriff -principal,  Death  or 
the  duties  and  functions  of  a  sheriff-substitute  shall  in  no  way  be  ^^f "^ff-" 
5  limited  or  affected;    and  until  a  new  appointment  is   made,  the  principal, 
senior  sheriff-substitute,  where  there  is  more  than  one  sheriff-sub- 
stitute, and  in  other  cases  the  sheriff-substitute,  shall,  until  such 
new  appointment  is  made,  exercise  all  the  ministerial  and  official 
functions  of  a  sheriff-principal,  except  those  of  an  appellate  judge. 
10      20.  All  sheriffs-substitute  shall  reside  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Residence 
the  county  to  which  they  are  appointed,  and  shall  not  on  any  l^^^' 
account  other  than  sickness  be  absent  therefrom  for  a  period  exceed- 
ing six  weeks  at  any  time. 

21.  The  counties  or  combined  counties  set  forth  in  Schedule  B.  United 

15  shall  constitute  combined  sheriffdoms  from  and  after  the  passing  of  ^  ^^     ^™^ 
this  Act ;    and  if  at  the  commencement  of  this  Act  these  com- 
binations are  not  all  immediately  practicable,  it  is  declared  that, 
whenever  any  vacancy  in  the  sheriff-principals  hip  of  any  of  the 
existing  separate  counties  occurs,  the  same  shall  not  be  fillexi  up, 

20  but  the  different  combinations  of  sheriffdoms  set  forth  in  said 
Schedule  B.  shall  from  time  to  time  be  effected.  Every  union  of 
counties  into  one  sheriffdom,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  deemed  a  complete  union  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  in 
so  far  as  regards  the  jurisdiction,  powers,  and  duties  of  the  sheriff 

25  and  his  substitutes,  and  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  enrolled  law 
agents  practising  in  such  united  counties. 

22.  The  sheriffs-principal  of  Mid  Lothian  and  Lanarkshire  shall  Sheriffs  of 
reside  permanently  in  the  cities  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  respec-  Mid-Lothian 
tively,  or   within  six  miles  of   the  Royal  Exchange  in   each   of 

30  these  cities,  and  shall  not,  on  any  account  other  than  sickness  be 
absent  therefrom  for  a  period  exceeding  six  weeks  at  any  time. 
The  said  sheriffs-principal  shall  not  practise  or  attend  the  sittings  of 
the  Court  of  Session  as  counsel. 

23.  In  the  case  of  sheriff -substitute,  the  times  and  places  of  Sittings  of 
35  holding  their  courts,  and  the  districts  in  which  they  are  required  ^"^^f^gf 

genemlly  to  reside,  are  set  forth  in  Schedule  C.  annexed  to  this  Act ;  substitute, 
but  it  shall  be  understood  that  their  rights  and  powers  as  holding 
commissions  as  sheriffs-substitute  of  the  entire  county,  or  combined 
counties  or  sheriffdom  shall  not  thereby  be  affected  or  prejudiced. 
40       24.  Every  salary  payable  to  a  sheriff  or  sheriff-substitute  shall  Pajment  of 
be  payable    by  four  equal  quarterly  instalments  out  of  the  funds  ^*  ^^^' 
from  which  sheriffs'  salaries  are  payable ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
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A.D.  1892.  Her  Majesty,  on  the  joint  recommendation  of  the  Lord  President  of 
the  Court  of  Session  and  Her  Majesty's  Advocate  for  Scotland,  to 
increase  the  number  of  sheriflfs-substitute  where  the  same  is 
rendered  necessary. 

III. — QUALIFICAIIONS     AND      APPOINTMENT    OF     ShBRIFF-ClERKS,    5 

THEIR  Deputes,  the  Auditors  op  Court,  and  of  Sheriffs- 

PISCA.LS    AND   THEIR  DEPUTES,    AND   OFFICERS   OF    CoURT. 

25.  The  principal   sheriflf-clerk   of  each   county  or  combined 
counties  constituting  a  sheriffdom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Crown 
on  the  recommendation  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's  principal  Secreta-  10 
ries  of  State,  and  he  shall  only  be  removable  from  oflSce  on  the 
report  of  the  Lord  Advocate  and  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  State, 
and  on  cause  shown.     Such  principal  sheriff -clerk  shall  be  bound 
to  perform  personally  the  duties  of  his  office,  but  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  appoint  deputes,  who  shall  receive  their  appointments  from  the  16 
principal  sheriff-clerk,  and  shall  be  previously  approved  of  by  the 
sheriff-principal ;  and  the  duties  of  such  sheriff-clerks-depute  shall 
be  discharged  under  the  supervision  of  the  principal  sheriff-clerk, 
who  shall  be  responsible  for  their  acts  and  omissions.    Everyone  in 
future  appointed  to  the  office  of  principal-sheriff-clerk  shall  be  an  20 
advocate  or  enrolled  law  agent  of  not  less  than^t?^  years*  continual 
practice. 

26.  The  principal  sheriff-clerk  and  his  deputes  shall  not,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  practice  before  the  court  of  which  they  are 
the  clerk  or  depute  clerks,  and  all  proceedings  in  which  they  may  25 
be  concerned  in  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  ab  initio  null  and 
void.  Where  the  principal  'sheriff-clerk  or  any  depute  is  personally 
interested  as  a  party  in  any  suit  depending  in  the  court  of  which 
he  is  clerk,  the  sheriff-substitute  shall  be  required  to  appoint  a  special 
sheriff-clerk  quoad  that  process  or  suit.  30 

27.  In  each  sheriffdom  there  shall  be  an  auditor,  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  be  during  pleasure,  and  shall  be  made  by  the  sheriff- 
principal,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  on  the  death  or  removal 
of  such  sheriff-principal  to  renew  the  appointment  of  an  acting 
auditor.  The  duties  of  the  auditor  shall  be  to  tax  all  accounts  35 
of  expenses  incurred  in  litigated  causes,  either  as  between  party 
and  party  or  as  between  agent  and  cUent,  or  expenses  found 
due  to  or  by  a  party  to  such  causes;  all  accounts  incurred  to  law 
agents  in  sequestrations,  or  bankruptcy  or  cessio  proceedings ;  and 
generally  to  report  upon  any  matters  regarding  costs,  or  such  40 
accounting  questions  as  may  be  remitted  to   him  by  the  sheriff- 
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principal  or  sheriffs-substitute.  The  sheriff-clerk,  or  any  of  his  a  J).  1892. 
deputes,  shall  not  be  eligible  for  the  oflBce  of  auditor  in  the  fol-  — 
lowing  sheriffs  courts,  viz. : — At  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Dundee, 
Stirling,  Perth,  Aberdeen,  Inverness,  Kilmarnock,  Ayr,  Paisley, 
5  Greenock ;  and  such  appointment  of  auditor  combined  with  the 
ofl&ce  of  sheriff-clerk  or  depute  sheriff -clerk,  shall  only  be  made 
where  the  number  of  local  practising  agents  is  so  small  as  to  render 
the  combination  of  ofl&ces  a  necessity.  In  the  before-mentioned 
cities  and  towns  the  auditor  shall  be  a  law  agent  of  at  least  five 

10  years*  standing. 

28.  The  office  of  procurator-fiscal  in  a  sheriffdom  shall  be  held  Procurator- 
by  appointment  made  by  the  sheriff -principal,  with  the  approval  of  ^f^^  *°? 
one  of  Her  Majesty's  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  no  such  ment. 
fiscal  shall  be  removable  from  office  except  by  one  of  Her  Majesty's 

15  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  for  inability  or  misbehaviour,  upon  a 
report  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  court  of  session  and  the  Lord 
Advocate  for  the  time  being.  Every  one  in  future  appointed  to  the 
office  of  procurator-fiscal  shall  be  an  advocate  or  enrolled  law  agent 
of  not  less  than  five  years'  continual  practice. 

20      29.  The  procurator-fiscal  may  appoint,  with  consent  of  the  Lord  Procurator- 
Advocate  and  the  sheriff-principal,  any  one  or  more  deputes,  who  ^^^es 
shall  discharge  their  duties  under  the  supervision  of  the  principal 
procurator-fiscal,  who  shall  be    responsible   for   their    acts    and 
omissions,  and  such  depute  shall  be  in  every  case  a  law  agent  of  at 

26  least  three  years'  standing. 

30.  No  procurator-fiscal  or  sheriff-clerk  or  depufce-procurator-  Compulsory 
fiscal  or  depute-sheriff-clerk  shall  act  as  such  after  he  attains  the  ^^^^  f"^ 

^  account  of 

age  of  seventy-five  years.  age. 

31.  The  writs  and   executions  Inquiring  to  be  executed  in    a  Service  of 
3Q  sheriffdom  proceeding  from  the  sheriff  or  his  substitutes  may,  unless  ^*^'^»  *^^ 

otherwise  provided,  be  served  and  executed  by  officers  of  court,  who  of  sheri^s"^ 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  sheriff-principal,  after  due  examination  officers, 
and  inquiry  as  to  character  and  qualifications. 

32.  The  future  applicants  for  admission  to  the  position  of  officer  Qualifica- 
36  of  court  in  any  sheriffdom  shall  find  caution  by  bond  with  two  ^^^^^,  ^^ 

cautioners,  lodged  with  the  sheriff -clerk,  for  the  due  and  faithful  officers, 
discharge  of  their  duties ;  and  thereafter  such  officer  shall,  after 
taking  the  oath  de  fideli,  receive  his  written  commission  from  the 
sheriff-principal.  On  the  death  or  bankruptcy  of  a  cautioner,  the 
40  officer  of  court  shall  be  bound,  within  two  months  thereafter,  to 
intimate  the  same  to  the  sheriff-clerk  and  to  find  caution  of  new. 

33.  The  sheriff-clerk  of  each  sheriffdom  shall  keep  a  register  of  Register  of 
the  officers  of  court,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  appoint-   ^^^^®"- 
ment,  their  names  and  addresses^  with  their  cautioner's  names  and 
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addresses,  and  any  change  in  these  particulars  shall  be  duly  made 
from  time  to  time. 

34.  On  complaint  made  by  any  person  aggrieved,  of  any  grave 
fault  or  neglect  in  duty  on  the  part  of  a  sheriff-oflBlcer,  the  sheriff 
shall,  on  being  satisfied  thereof,  and  after  notice  to  the  party  com-  5 
plained  against,  dismiss  him  from  oflBlce,  which  shall  infer  disquali- 
fication from  holding  any  appointment  as  oflScer  of  court  in  future 
in  any  sheriffdom.  The  sheriff  may,  ex  proprio  motUy  in  any  case 
coming  under  his  personal  notice,  exercise  the  power  of  dismissal. 

IV. — Judicial  Arbakgembnts  as  to  Sittings  of  the  Court,  10 
Jurisdiction  and  other  Matters. 

35.  There  shall  be  two  sessions  in  each  year  for  the  despatch  of 
ordinary  civil  business,  to  be  called  the  winter  session  and  the 
summer  session  respectively. 

The  winter  session  shall  commence  on  the  first  ordinary  court-  16 
day  in  October^  and  shall  end  on  the  last  ordinary  court-day  in 
Marchy  but  the  sheriff  may  adjourn  the  court  at  Christmas-time  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  fifteen  days. 

The  summer  session  shall  commence  on  the  first  court-day  in 
May^  and  shall  end  on  the  last  court-day  in  July. 

36.  The  sheriff,  before  the  end  of  the  winter  session,  shall 
appoint  at  least  two  vacation  courts  to  be  held  in  the  spring  vacation, 
and  before  the  end  of  the  summer  session  he  shall  appoint  at  least 
four  vacation  courts  to  be  held  in  the  autumn  session. 

37.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  the  sittings  of  25 
the  sheriff's  small-debt  court,  which,  as  hitherto,  shall  be  held  as 
frequently  as  the  requirements  of  the  sheriffdom  or  district  may- 
require  ;  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  sheriff-principal  or  the 
sheriffs-substitute  to  hold  small-debt  courts  on  circuit  at  such  place 
other  than  the  county  town  where  the  ordinary  court  is  in  use  to  be  30 
held,  and  these  small-debt  circuit  courts  shall  be  previously  notified 

in  the  **  Edinburgh  Gazette,"  and  once  at  least  in  a  newspaper 
circulating  in  the  district  not  less  than  eight  days  previous 
to  the  intended  sitting  of  the  circuit  court.  The  sheriff  to  preside 
in  such  small-debt  circuit  court, — ^the  sheriff-clerk  or  depute  3B 
sheriff-clerk,  and  all  other  ofGlcials,  shall  be  bound  to  attend  the 
sittings  of  such  court  without  any  extra  salary,  fee,  or  allowance 
whatever. 

38.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  the  fixed  sittings  of  the  smaU-debt 
courts  shall  be  at  the  places  in  the  respective  sheriffdoms  stated  in  40 
the  Schedule  D  annexed,  and  the  sittings  of  the  sheriff  small-debt 
circuit  courts  shall,  until  otherwise  altered,  be  at  the  places  stated 

in  the  said  schedule. 
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39.  The  sheriff  presiding  at  any  sitting  of  the  small-debt  court    A.D.  1892. 
shall  have  power,  if  he  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  to  adjourn  and  sheriffat 
remove  the  further  hearing  of  any  cause  from  his  ordinary  small-  small-debt 
debt  court  to  any  small-debt  circuit  court,  or  from  any  circuit  court  may^j^iOT 

5  to  any  ordinary  small-debt  court,  and  the  adjournment  and  removal  &c. 
shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  notice  given  by  the  sheriff  when  he, 
in  court,  shall  order  the  same. 

40.  For  the  conduct  of  the  ordinary  sheriff  court  business  of  the  Attendance 
county,  every  sheriff  shall  hold  annually  in  his  county — or,  where  of  sheriflF- 

10  there  are  sheriffdoms  of  two  or  more  counties  combined,  then  in  his  county, 
each  separate  county — ^not  less  than  seven  separate  sittings  of  his 
ordinary  court  for  the  discharge  of  judicial  business,   and  such 
sittings  shall  be  held  at  each  of  the  places  within  the  county,  or 
counties  where  combined,  where  the  ordinary  courts  of  the  sheriffs- 

15  substitute  are  held.  In  the  case  of  the  sheriffdoms  of  Sutherland, 
Boss,  Cromarty,  Orkney,  and  Shetland,  the  sittings  of  the  sheriff- 
principal  shall  be  limited  to  three  in  each  county,  or  combined 
counties  during  the  year ;  and  in  the  case  of  any  other  three  or 
more  combined  counties,  the  sheriff-principal  shall  only  be  required 

20  to  give  attendance  at  four  separate  sittings  of  his  ordinary  court 
for  each  separate  county. 

41.  Any  sheriff  may  pronounce  or  sign  any  interlocutor  or  interlocutors 
decree  when  furth  of  his  sheriffdom  which  shall  bear  the  date  of  ^^^"®^  ^"* 
the  day  when  it  is  received  by  the  sheriff-clerk  and  entered  in  the 

25  books  of  court. 

42.  No  person  shall  be  exempt  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Noexemp- 
sherift'  court  on  account  of  his  being  a  member  of  the  College  of  jurisdtetion 
Justice,  or  on  account  of  any  other  alleged  privilege.  of  sheriff 

court. 

43.  A  peron  carrying  on  a  trade,  business,   or  profession,  or  Jurisdiction 
30  having  a  place  of  business  within  a  county,  shall  be  subject  to  the  ^^^j^^^®^^ 

jurisdiction  of  the  sheriff  thereof,  either  ordinary,  small-debt,  or  county, 
summary,  notwithstanding  he  may  have  his  residence  in  another 
county,  provided  he  shall  be  cited  to  the  action  either  personally  or 
at  his  place  of  business  or  at  his  domicile,  but  it  shall  be  in  the 
35  power  of  the  sheriff  aforesaid  to  remit  such  action  to  the  court  of 
the  defender's  domicile.

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(a.)  The  Initiation  of  the  Proceedings. 

44.  Every  proceeding  in  the  ordinary  sheriff  court  shall  begin  5 
with  a  petition  in  the  form,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of  Schedule  E. 
annexed ;  and  such  petition  shall  set  forth  the  court  in  which  the 
action  is  brought,  the  names  and  designations  of  the  pursuers  and 
defenders,  and  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  without  any  statement  of 
the  ground  of  action,  and  annexed  thereto  there  shall  be  a  condescen-  10 
dence  containing  a  concise  statement  of  the  facts  forming  the  ground 

of  action.     In  the   condescendence,   quotations   from   documents, 
printed  or  other  matter,  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  avoided. 

45.  The  warrant  following  on  a  petition,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
shall  be  in  the  Form  of  Schedule  P.  annexed,  which  schedule,  and  15 
the  notes  appended,  shall  be  construed  along  with  this  Act. 

46.  Petitions,  warrants,  interlocutors,  or  pleadings  may  be  either 
wholly  or  partly  written  or  printed. 

47.  Where  a  defender  is  resident  in  Orkney  or  Shetland,  or  any 

of  the  other  islands  of  Scotland  (excepting  Bute,  Arran,  and  the  20 
Oumbraes),  the  inducise  on  all  petitions,  unless  otherwise  specified, 
and  the  inducise  of   charge  or  execution    following  on  decrees 
against  such  defender  shall  be  fourteen  days. 

48.  Except  in  the  case  of  petitions  or  diligences  against  such 
defenders  as  are  referred  to  in  the  immediately  preceding  section,  25 
all  petitions,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  proceed  on  seven  days 
induci83,  and  charges  or  executions  following  on  decrees  shall,  unless 
otherwise  provided,  be  on  seven  days  inducisB. 

49.  In  any  case  where  the  sheriff  shall  see  fit  to  shorten  the 
induciaB,  it  shall  be  competent  for  him  to  do  so.  30 

50.  Service  of  any  petition,  warrant  of  citation  of  a  person  as  a 
party  or  as  a  witness  or  haver,  shall  be  made  eitliier  by  an  ofl&cer  of 
court,  according  to  the  form  and  procedure  in  use  before  the  Act 
forty-five  and  forty-six  Victoria,  chapter  seventy-seven,  or  by  an 
oflBcer  of  court  or  enrolled  law  agent  sending  to  the  known  residence  35 
or  place  of  business  of  the  person  to  be  cited,  or  to  his  last  known 
address,  if  that  continues  to  be  his  legal  domicile  or  proper  place  of 
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citation,  or  to  the  office  of  the  keeper  of  edictal  citations  where  the  A.D.  1892. 
same  requires  to  be  sent  to  that  office,  a  registered  letter  by  post 
containing  the  copy  of  the  petition,  warrant,  or  citation,  or  other 
document  required  by  law  to  be  served,  with  the  proper  citation  or 
6  notice  appended  thereto,  which  citation  or  notice  sent  by  registered 
letter  will  be  sufficient,  imless  the  person  cited  shall  prove  that  it 
was  sent  to  or  tendered  at  a  place  not  his  residence,  place  of 
business,  or  last  known  legal  domicile. 

51.  Service  by  registered  letter  shall  be  according  to  the  follow-  Sendee  by 
10  ing  requirements  : —  i^^^ 

1.  The  citation  or  notice  subjoined  to  the  copy  shall  specify  the 
date  of  posting,  and  in  cases  where  the  party  is  not  cited  to 
a  fixed  diet,  it  shall  also  state  the  inducise  or  period  for 
lodging  appearance  or  pleadings. 

16  2.  The  inducise  or  period  of  notice  shall  be  reckoned  from  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  time  of  posting,  which  shall  be  stated 
on  the  execution  in  the  form  of  Schedule  G.,  and  such  exe- 
cution must  have  affixed  thereto  the  receipt  or  voucher  of 
the  post  office.

4.  If  delivery  of  the  letter  cannot  be  effected  on  any  account 
whatever,  the  latter  shall  be  immediately  returned  through 
the  post  office  to  the  clerk  of  court,  with  the  reason  for  the 
delivery  not  being  effected  endorsed  thereon,  and  the  party 

30  who  issued^  such  petition,  warrant,  citation,  or  order  shall 

thereafter  either  obtain  a  warrant  for  service  of  new,  accord- 
ing to  the  former  order  or  procedure,  or  by  registered  letter. 
Where  it  appears  to  the  sheriff  that  citation  was  not  effected 
by  reason  of  the  refusal  of  the  person  to  accept  delivery,  it

63.  On  the  expiry  of  the  inducisB  on  any  petition  without  5 
appearance  being  entered  by  the  defender,  or  where  appearance  has 
been  entered  and  the  defender  has  failed  to  lodge  defences,  the 
sheriff  shall  grant  decree  in  absence  in  the  terms  concluded  for,  or 
subject  to  such  restrictions  as  may  be  set  forth  by  the  pursuer  or 
his  agent  in  a  minute;  and  seven  days  after  the  granting  of  a  10 
decree  in  absence,  the  sheriff-clerk  may  issue  extract  thereof. 

64.  Where  personal  service  of  a  petition  has  been  made,  or 
where  a  charge  has  been  personally  served  on  a  defender,  following 
on  a  decree  in  absence,  and  no  procedure  taken  for  reponing  or 
recall  within  the  period  of  one  month  after  the  charge  on  such  15 
decree,  the  said  decree,  if  not  brought  under  review  by  legal  process, 
shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  a  decree  in  foro ;  and  any  decree  in 
absence  on  which  a  charge  is  not  competent  unless  brought  under 
review  by  suspension  or  reduction  within  seven  years  shall  be 
thereafter  final.

74.  Where  a  process  borrowed  by  an  agent  or  party  is  not 
returned  to  the  court  or  to  a  diet  in  the  cause,  the  sheriff  shall 
impose  upon  the  agent  or  party  failing  to  return  same  a  fine  of 
one  pound,  payable  to  the  sheriff-clerk  for  behoof  of  Her  Majesty, 
provided  always  that  the  sheriff  imposing  the  fine  may  remit  the  10 
same  on  cause  shown. 

75.  Before  or  at  the  closing  of  the  record,  the  parties  shall 
produce  all  documents  and  papers  specially  mentioned  in  their 
pleadings,  so  far  as  under  their  control  or  possession.  Any  other 
documents  and  papers,  whether  in  their  hands  or  not,  may  be  pro-  15 
duced  during  the  proof,  but  without  prejudice  to  the  sheriff  to  order 
production  at  any  stage  of  the  cause.

76.  On  the  pleadings  or  revised  pleadings  being  lodged,  the  case

state  in  his  interlocutor  the  reasons  for  the  delay.  40 
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79.  At    any    time,    and    on    such    terms    as    to    expenses    as    A.1XJ892,

15  sickness  is  unable  to  attend  the  diet  of  proof,  or  is  in  such 
a  precarious  state  of  health  as  to  make  it  important  that  his 
evidence  be  immediately  taken,  the  sheriff  shall  have  power  to 
grant  commission  to  any  competent  person  to  take  and  report  the 
evidence  of  such  witness  or  haver.

(3.)  Disposing  of  the  whole  merits  of  the  cause,  although 
expenses  are  not  modified,  decerned  for,  or  have  not  been 
found  due, 

107.  Appeals  to  the  court  of  session  in  ordinary  cases  shall  be 
competent  only  within  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  the  inter-  lo 
locutor  or  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  judgment 
appealed  against,  provided  that  the  decree  shall  not  have  been 
sooner  extracted,  and  after  such  period  no  appeal  to  or  review  by 
the  court  of  session  shall  be  competent.

116.  Every  application  for  sequestration  and  sale,  or  in  security 
of  rents,  whether  past  due  or  currente  termino,  may  contain  a 
craving  for  decree  for  payment  of  the  rent,  and  it  shaU  be  competent 
to  give  decree  for  payment  of  such  rent,  or  part  thereof,  which 
shall  be  extractable  in  ordinary  form.

117.  When  a  petition  for  sequestration  is  presented,  the  sheriff 
may,  either  in  the  first  deliverance  on  such  petition,  or  subse- 
quently, pronounce  an  order  sequestrating,  in  urban  subjects,  the 
effects  in  agricultural  subjects,  and  the  crop,  stock,  or  produce 
where  competent,  and  granting  warrant  to  officers  of  court  to  15 
inventory  the  same.

Simplify  the  Forms  of  Extracts  of  Decrees  in  the  Sheriflf      a.d.  1892. 

Courts  of  Scotland. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  shorten  and  simplify  the  forms  of 
extracts  of  decrees  in  the  Sheriff  Courts  of  Scotland  : 
Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excelleut  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
5  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Sheriff  Courts  (Scotland)  Extracts  Short  title 
Act,  1892,  and  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  October  ^^^^^" 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two.

Shop  Hours  Bill. 

[AS  AMENDED  BY  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE.] 


MEMORANDUM, 


The  Shop  Hours  Regulation  Act,  1886,  which  would  have 
expired  in  1889,  but  has  been  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year 
1892,  enacted  that  young  persons  of  both  sexes  under  18  years  of 
age  could  not  be  employed  in  shops,  warehouses,  public-houses, 
&c.  more  than  74  hours  per  week,  including  meal  times. 

This  Bill  re-enacts  the  whole  of  the  Shop  Hours  Regulation  Act, 
1886,  with  two  additions ;  namely,  women  are  now  included  and 
clause  No.  8  is  added,  giving  power  to  inspectors  to  see  that  the 
Act  is  carried  out. 

*"  Clause  8,  relating  to  inspection,  is  taken  from  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1878,  which  regulates  the  hours  that  women  and 
young  persons  may  be  employed.  In  that  Act  60  working  hours 
per  week  is  the  longest  time  that  women  may  be  employed 
throughout  the  year  (in  textile  factories  the  limit  is  56^  hours). 
This  Bill  permits  74  hours,  less  whatever  time  is  occupied  for 
meals ;  allowing  for  these,  say  9  hours  per  week,  we  have  remaining 
a  week  of  65  working  hours.  The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
besides  limiting  the  working  hours  to  60  per  week,  has  many 
other  regulating  and  limiting  clauses,  of  which  there  are  none  in 
this  Bill,  namely : — 

1.  As  to  hours  continuously  employed. 

2.  As  to  holidays. 

3.  As  to  certificates  of  the  fitness  of  young  persons. 

4.  As  to  surgical  certificates. 

5.  As  to  meals,  when  and  where  to  be  taken,  and  time  of  same. 

6.  As  to  sanitary  conditioifs  of  places  of  employment,  ventilation, 

&c.,  &c« 

The  first  Factory  Act,  limiting  the  hours  of  women  to  60  working 
hours  per  week,  was  passed  in  1844.
